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Labor Troubles 


HIS department has had considerable trouble in the past 

with its circus reviewing-staff. One year we sent our 
seven-year-old son to cover the event, and, while his report- 
ing and judgment were satisfactory, he became intolerable 
in the consciousness of his success and at the sight of his 
opinions in print, and demanded a raise in wage (from fifty 
to seventy-five cents and taxi-fare to Madison Square 
Garden). 

So the next year we employed scab labor in the person 
of our five-year-old son, who was only too willing to do it 
for a quarter and pay his own taxi-fare out of that. But 
he was unreliable as a reporter, owing to its being his first 
circus. The thing ended in his bursting into tears at the 
explosion of the clown automobile (a thing this department 
feels like doing to this day) and having to be led out. The 
resulting report, as it appeared on this page, was incoherent, 
to put it charitably. 

This year, then, being still of the belief that the circus 
should be reviewed by a minor, we decided to spend 
money like water and send both boys, now aged nine and six 
respectively. In this way we hoped to get the mature 
opinions and cool sophistication of one in combination with 
the enthusiastic though temperamental reactions of the other, 
and between these perhaps some fairly definite idea of what 
the circus is like. That is just what we did not get. The 
two reports are contradictory in practically every respect and 
are worthless. Such as they are, we print them below, with 
apologies to those readers who are accustomed to rely 
on this page for its news of the world of entertainment. 








O* the circus program we find a note to the effect that 
“During the progress of the menage number, Alf 
Loyal’s Miniature EQUI-CANINE CIRCUS will make its 
first American appearance on one of the stages.” 

According to our elder reporter, the “Equi-Canine Circus” 
consists of a troupe of little black dogs with false heads 
on to represent horses. The younger reporter insists with 
considerable heat that they are real little horses. Any one 
who says that they aren’t, is crazy—and something of a cad. 
In the first place, they /ook like real horses and in the second 
place, they are real horses. His senior asks, in a cynical 
manner, if he ever heard of horses as small as that, to 
which the answer is no, but you don’t have to have heard of 
a thing to have it so.

What 
really occurred was that a man came running by with a 
skeleton chasing him. The man screamed but the skeleton 
stuck close, and they both disappeared through an exit. 
There was absolutely nothing about a woman with a bustle. 


A®> so it goes. One says the real feature of the show 
is a man who sits on a big tower of tables and gradually 
tips over until they all fall with a crash. The other admits 
that this was all right in its way, if you like that sort of
